The Applicant argues that Klotz (US Patent 5,651 ,044) fails to disclose a collision avoidance array that is disposed on a detecting face of 
the detector. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. It appears the Applicant is arguing that Klotz fails to disclose the sensor plate "directly" on the 
radiation detector assembly. However, this limitation is lacking in the claims. Klotz discloses, In column 6, lines 52-55, the shield plate 
elements disposed between the sensor plate elements and the radiation detector assembly. While Klotz does not disclose the sensor 
plate elements "directl/* on the radiation detector assembly, the sensor plate elements are disposed on the radiation detector assembly 
wherein the shield plate elements are disposed between the sensor plate elements and the radiation detector assembly. Accordingly, the 
rejection is maintained. 

The Applicant further argues that Klotz fails to disclose the plurality of sensors disposed on a substrate substatially in a plane. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Klotz discloses, in column 4, lines 13-17, the plurality of sensors having a flat surface and the 
respective planar surfaces substantially parallel to one another. When the sensors have a flat surface and are parallel to each other, they 
must be disposed in the same plane. Accordingly, the rejection is maintained.
